Mr Patrick Tory. chairman of 
the central southern branch of 
the NFU, said: “ There ‘was a 
market at Winchester vester- 
day, which we thought yas very 
irresponsible.” 

His branch covers Surrey and 
West Sussex, Winchester is 
rather more than a mile to the 
aorth of the Governments re- 
stricted area, and Chichester is 
20 miles .to the east. 

. “The branch ‘strongly im- 
plores farmers to stay away 
from livestock markets", Mr 
Tory said, and added that he 
would write to market organi- 
zers appealing for cancellations. 

Mr John Willis. the Chich- 
ester auctioneer, sald that it 
was irresponsible to try to bave 
the market closed.

Some chance finds on an Isle 
of ‘Wight beach aad a television 
programme by Mr David Bel- 
lamy, the bnıanist, have !ed te 
the Natural History Museum 
identifying more thar a hun.

The discovery has excited 
museum officials because it is 
the most complete example ever 
faund from the period with 
which ir is associated, ` lower 
cretaceous, which puts its age 
at abour 120 million years. 

In due course the bones, 
which are İying in a tray in a 
sub-basement at the museum, 
will be pur on public diplay. 
They were picked up by holi: 
gy prakers in the summer ‘of 
1978 on Brighstone Beach, 

Dr Angela Milner, senior 
scientific officer in the mus- 
eum’s department of palaeon- 
tology, said: “Ir gives us our 
best evidence of the carniverous 
dinosaur, There are pieces of 
vertebra, small pieces of skul] 
and a section which shows the 
arural articulation of the neck- 
one.”

Judge has 
doubt on 
sneed trap 


Stricter guidelines for police 
radar guns were called for by 
„Tudge Charles Pitchford at 
Newpnrt Crown Court yester- 
day after he allowed an appeal 
against conviction by a driver 
caught in a speed trap. 

Mr Desmond Hughes, aged 
33. an electrical engineer, of 
Began Road, St Mellons, 
Cardiff, was stopped far alleged 
speeding near Newport, Gwent, 
by traffic officers operating a 
radar gun widely used by 
palice forces. They recorded 
bis speed at 49 mph in a 30 
mph area, but he claimed he 
was doing only 30 moh. 

He was later fined £20 and 
began a year-long investigation 
into radar devices to prepare 
an appeal. ١ 

The judge said the evidence 
shawed that the gun might 
have given false readings. Be- 
fore setting up a speed trap 
police should test the gun 
against a vehicle trayelling at 
a known speed : should test the 
site for rossible sourzes of 
radio intarferencê ; make sure 
their radio equipment was rot 
being used Tear the gun ; and 
take care there was a suitable 
perind before the figure shown 
on the gun was locked into the 
mechanism to give the final 
reading.

Review finds i Councils devise rival 


Chancery 
courts are 
‘archaic’

„ Wide-ransinz reforms of the 
Kay the Chancery Division of 
the High Court conducts irs 
business are proposed in a re- 
port of a two-man ravicw body 
published yesterday. 

Lord Hailsham of St Marrle- 
bone, the Lord Chancellor, said 
thar if the Proposals were im- 
plemented „ İt would mean 
* quicker justice. because liti- 
gants wnuld ger before the 
courts Sooner ; cheaper justice, 
because the necissary legal 
steps would be fewer ; and the 
Chancery courts would be more 
accessible tû0 people outside 
London ”. 

The authors of the report, 
Lord Justice Oliver and Mr 
John Woolf, who was until re- 
cently the director general of 
establishments in the Customs 
and Excise Department. found 
cansiderable evidence that the 
Chancery Division was run on 
archaic, inflexible and ineffi- 
cient lines, wasteful both of 
manpower and money. 

One finding was that the 12 
judges in the Division (which 
deals mainly with trusts, wills. 
company Jaw, bankruptcy and 
commercial djsputes) sat in 
court for anly 55 per cent of 
normal available court hours. 

Ir found “wholly unaccept- 
ahle ” the waiting tıme of 13 ur 
14 months berween a case beinz 
set down for hearing and being 
given a date when it would 
come before the courr. The re- 
port makes recommendations 
intended to reduce that period 
to Jess than six months. 

The greatest number of com- 
plaints abour the work of the 
Chancery Division related to 
delays in drawing up court 
orders, the documents that ex- 
plain what the court had 
decided and what further steps 
need to be taken, 

The average time taken be- 
tween the decision and the 
drawing up of the order was 
just under six weeks ; nearly a 
third rook more than ten 
weeks. Those delays could be 
reduced “to days rather than 
months”, 

Most of the 86 proposals 
made by the review team are 
procedural and administrative. 

Their cumulative effect, the 
authors believe, would greatly 
reduce delays and costs and 
improve efficiency. 

Proposed staffing changes, 
for instance, would reduce the 
salary budget by 20 per cent, 
They include the abolition of 
rhe ranks of Chancery regist- 
rar (whose top salary js nearly 
£20,000) and deputy registrar. 

Some new appointments are 
proposed. A senior administra- 
tor, Of at least assistant secre- 
tary grade, should be appointed 
to exercise administrative res- 
ibilil . the three

ˆ“ The proposal is one of 
several ‘mergers and closures 
planned among London's medi- 
çal schools, which are to be put 
in outline today to the senate 
of London University in an 
attempt to cut f£5m from the 
university's £S50m expenditure 
on medica! education. 

The senate will be asked to 
approve a large reduction in 
the medical schools’ staff- 
student ratio. JIn addition, it 
will be asked to set up Four 
consortia of medical schools, 
one for each geographical quar- 
ter of London. 4 

Their job wil be to decide 
which of the closures should 
rake place. In particular, the 
northern consortium wil] have 
to resolve the increasingly bit- 
ter dispute between St Mary’s 
and the Middlesex over which 
should lose part or all of its 
school in a joint merger with 
University College Hospital. 

The proposal that Sr Mary's 
preclinical school should shut, 
as well as the Middlesex clini 
cal school, which would take in 
two or three postgraduate insti- 
tutions, was riticized by acade- 
mic staff at St Marys, the bas- 
e administrators, and the 
ocal MP, Mr John Wheeler, 
Cûnsêrvative member for City 
of Westminster, Paddington. 

Mr Wheeler said the proposals 
would “cripple the hospital 
and destroy the health care 
that is essential to patients in 
the area”, 

Uulike the Middlesex, isala.- 
ted in central London with few 
patients nearby, the staff 
argued, St Mary's had 180,000 
people living within three 
miles.

The explosion occurred early 
this morning and traffic was 
light because of the Iranian 
new year holiday. The police 
tried to keep people away from 
the scene. while flak-jacketed 
youths, apparently members of 
ihe local committees, patrolled 
rhe building armed with auto- 
matic weapons.

MEPs begin work as staff 
strike is suspended

Strasbourg, March 24 . 

After. ımore than one hitch, 
rhe special plenary session of 
the European Parliament iu 
Strasbourg opened a day Jate 
today, but the ştrike of more 
than half the 2,000 staff is so 
far oply suspended. 

Everything now depends or 
a general staff meetimg in Lux. 
embourg tomorrow mortinğ 
to vate on some modest CONCeS- 
sions offered roday by the 
Parliament's managerial bureau. 


Mr Julian Priestley, the mod- 
erate strike leader, and his 
principal colleagues admitted 
or the Strasbourg picker, line 
that “ie will be bloody diffi- 
cult ” to end the strike. But Mr 
Priestley will recommend accep- 
tance of the .Parliamenr’s offer 
thar parliamentary committees 
and party groups will be 
ro decide tn meet i1 Luxe 
bourg, rather than Brussels.

Although the Act was not 
in force uutil Joly, 1978, both 
parties accepted jts provisions as 
being a guide to the state of the 
law in 1977. 

The Secretary of State waş em- 
powered through, the department 
to give Export guarantec5 tO 
manufacturers in tis coootry for 
the purpose of encouraging trade 
with other countries. The credit 
insurance made. available was 
widely used and of major impor- 
tance to the export trade. If in- 
sured the manufacturer or other 
exporter agalnst the risk of not 
being paid by the foreign buyer 
because of insolvency or uther 
causes. ٣ .

Specific cover 
was appropriate where the exporter 
had no established export basiness 
or where complex financial 
arrangements were needed,

tives and senior club ofBclals, 

Tam Keaveney, the BARLA sec- 
retary, has issued a Strong state” 
ment, declaring that talks betwcen 
the two bodies have now broken 
down after the rejecion of tha 
plan. Mir Keùaveney alleges that 
the rejection by the sub-com» 
mimee springs out of the ** self 
interest ûf those clubs who tıka 
the best players from the amateur 
leagues ", He adds thot it is the 
ambion of some senior clubs to 
*' take over entire youth teams '”. 

An attempt to solve the situd- 
Hon was made with a “' colrg 
agreement" in 1976, But Mr 
Keaveney accuses senior clubs" 
officials of failfirrg to honour thelf 
own agreement.

schools. This plao will involve the 
dismemberment or ciosure of at 
least three medical schools; rhe 
London, St Marys and Westminster.

Indeed, 
such an arrangement would be 
far more equitable than the exist- 


ing division between those 
eligible for pensions in the 
private and public sectors— 


always providing that nobody 
already receiving an inflation- 
linked. pension in his retirement 
should be. deprived of it. 

IF any, group of employees 
were to give up the right .to 
strike it would want to kıow how 
irs pay was to be determired in 
the future. It would be unwise to 
return to the recently discarded 
system of camparability.

“Our own irvestirauons lcad 
us to believe the company "as 
never solveat. The remarkable 
thing is that it survived as Jong 
ar it did." 

Kina started life as Jaggard 
Brorheı a small priraie com- 
h an issued share capi- 
300 which was dormant 
far six years. Towards the erd 
of J986 it was reactivated by 
Mr Edwin Hearn, its princ.lal 
shareholder, then aged 43. The 
following vear he was joinad bv 
Miss Heather Clouston. 

Throushout most of the cor 
nanyîs life thev had with them 
Mr Thomas Allrirht who, rhe 
inspectors say, played an im 
portant part in the company’s 
affairs.

Employers 
challenged to

A challenge to employers to
